WORK AND PREACH 


Every Minister Should Give His Whole 
Time to The Ministry. 


THERE IS WORK FOR EVERY 


ONE TO DO AND NOBODY 


SHOULD BE IDLE. 


These are days when work 
must be done. This is the time 
to preach the Word. There is no 
time now for much else but work 
and preach. It seems «almost 
like stealing to spend a little 
time in sociability. The time 
is so short and there is so much 
work to do, and so many perish- 
ing souls to preach to, that one 
that is on fire for God can hardly 
be sociable. 


It is the same way about sleep. 
There is hardly any time tosleep. 
Many of us have such a zeal for 
God, ard are so interested in 
getting souls saved that we would 
not sleep at all if our bodies 
could only hold up without it. 
Many that only sleep about five 
or six hours now used to think 
they could not get along without 
eight or nine hours. 


What a change! But what 
great change? 
What is it that prompts the 
Lord’s true saints to want to work 
so hard and preach so much? 
There is surely a cause. It must 
be because the time for service 
is so short. Jesus said, ‘‘l must 
work the works of him tinat sent 
me, while it is day: the night 
cometh, when no man. can 
work.’’ This is the way we feel 
about it. And no wonder; if 
Jesus was that way of course 
His body—the Church—will be 
that way.- And we are followers 
of Him that scarcely had any 
time for rest after He once come 
into public life. 

Work and preach! 
we will do it! A lazy man is no 
good to preach. If he should try 
it he would notsueceed. A lazy 
man is notin demaud. There is 
no place in this great harvest 
field for one that will not work 
Too much to do. One cannot 
stay in the field and not work. 
If he stays he hasto work. Yea, 
if he stays he will want to work, 
and if he does not want to work 
he will get out. 

Paul has some people. a little 
bit confused. Others are a 
good deal confused. They do not 
know how to take him. And 
Peter, as great a man as he was, 
once wrote of him thus, ‘Our 
beloved brother Paul also accord- 
ing to the wisdom given unto 
him hath written unto you; as 
alyo in all his epistles, speaking 
in them of these things; in which 
are some things hard to be un- 
derstood, which they that are un- 
learned and unstable wrest, as 
they do also the other Scriptures, 
unto their own destruction.”’ (2 
Peter 3 :15,16.) 

People often say that Paul 
worked. and preached. Yes, this 
is true, for it is said that he 
~worked with Aquila and his wife 
who were tent makers. (Acts 
18:3.) Healso said himself ‘that 
these hands have ministered unto 
my necessities, and to them that 
were with me.’ (Acts 20:84.) 
And “even unto this present 
hour x « (we) labor, working 
with our own hands.’’ (1 Oor. 
4:11,12.) ‘‘Kor ye remember, 
brethren, our labor and travail 
for laboring night and day, be- 


Of course 








bcause we would not be chargeable 


unto any of you, we preached 
unto you the gospel of God.’’ 
(1 Thes. 2:9.) ‘‘Neither did we 
eat any man’s. bread for 
naught; but wrought with labor 
and travail night and day, that 
we might not be chargeable to 
any of you.”? (2 Thes, 3:S.) 

If these were all the Scriptures 
that there are on the subject it 
would be very easy to conclude 
that every preacher had to make 
his own living and preach, too. 
But while Paul thus describes 
his own experience, he also 
teaches ‘‘that they which preach 
the gospel should live of the 
gospel.’’ (1 Oor. 9:14,) ‘‘for the 
laborer is worthy of his hire.’’ 
(Luke 10:7; 1 Tim. 5:18; Matt. 
10:10.) 

lf there were no revivals to 
hold, or souls to save, it might 
do for a preacher to work with 
his hands during the week and 
preach on Sunday,but since there 
are s®9 many that have never 
heard, and so many dropping into 
hell for the want of some body to 
tell them of salvation, and pray 
and cry over them till they 
are saved, ldo not see any place 
for a preacher to work for wages 
at secular employment to make 
a living for himself and family 
and preach part of the time too. 

The doctrine 1 have been prech- 
ing for years, and I believe it is 
Scriptural too, is that, if God 
has called you to preach you had 
better preach, If He has called 
you to plow or engage in other 
business persuits, then do it for 
the glory of God. If you are 
going to preach, then preach, 
and if you are not, then do 
something else and make all 
the money you can_ honestly 


‘land honorably and support the 


preacher that is preaching while 
he preaches and labors for the 
salvation of souls. 

The time is about over to play 
atthisthing. God does not want 
half-hearted service at anything. 
He wants a man to put his whole 
soul into the service whatever it 
is. It is not out of order to call 
attention to the verse referring 
to the hot or cold or lukewarm 
state. ‘tl know thy works, that 
thou art neither cold nor hot: 1 
would thou wert cold or hot. So 
then because thou art lukewarm, 
an‘! neither cold nor hot, I will 
spue thee out of my mouth.” 
(kev. 3:15,16.) 

Here is a plain statement 
that shows God does not want 
half-hearted service. He would 
rather have no service at all than 
to have a man serve 1n a kind of 
a lukewarm way. God wants 
something doing. He wants fire 
or freeze one. Hedoes not want 
people to get easy in a kind of 
a half way between. ‘‘Woe to 
them that are at ease in Zion.”’ 
(Amos 6:1.) 

I think I have known a few 
preachers that would dart out 
and preach occasionally, just 
enough to ease their conscience, 
and then run back and work at 
some kind of seculiar employ- 





:}ment till the message would al- 


most burn them up, and then run 





out and ease their conscience 
again,and keep this up nearly all

If it is the ministry, then 
give your time to the ministry 
and work at it so faithfully that 
you will convince the Lord that 
you are going to obey your call- 
ing, and stick to it if you starve, 
and let your family starve, too. 
What did Jesus say to Peter 
when He found him back with 
the fishing nets again after He 
had called him to preach the 
gospel? Listen! ‘‘Simon, son 
of Jonas, lovest thou me more 
than these?’’ He said it the 
second time, and repeated the 
question the third time. And 


each time that Peter answered 


that he loved Him more than he 
loved the fish He told him to keep 
on preaching then, and not stop 
and ‘“‘yo a fishing’? any more. 
Peter got his lesson and there is 
no record that shows Peter ever 
went back to fishing again. But 
he fed the sheep and the lam}s

ily. They used to sling that at 
me,too,but | knew it did not ap- 
ply to me and I did not care. Paul 
did not say that to the preacher. | 
He said to the preachers ‘‘They 
which preach the gospel, should 
live of the gospel,’’and to the man 
that had plenty and was not 
preaching, take care of his aged 
mother or his aunt or other 
family relation, and if he would 
not.do it ‘the hath denyed the 
faith and is worse than an in- 
fidel.’’?(1 Tim. 5:8.) 


I never expect to rest satisfied 
until all our preachers are giving 
their full time to the ministry, 
unless prevented by physical dis- 
ability or old age. . There is 
enough places to carry the gospel 
to keep them all busy and a mil- 
lion more. Let me repeat it, 
Every minister should give his 
whole time tv the ministry. 
There is work for every one to do 
and nobody should be idle. 

There are surely none of our 
ministers but what could don 
some work clothes and work a 
while under the same circum- 
stances which impelled Paul to 
do so, but Paul himself insists 
that it shall not be so with 


| The same analogy carries 1n 
doing secular, work. Not that 
it is a disgrace for a preacher to 
work. Not that a preacher is 
too nice or too proud to work, 
‘but preaching and praying and 
soul saving is his mission, and if 
he does not stick to it a soul may 
be lost. 


A friend of mine was plowing 
and making a crop. One day 
while plowing he decided he 
must preach and he said to him- 
i self, ‘Some one else that cannot 
| preach can plow ‘‘old Bet!’’ He 
broke over and went, and never 
went back to the plow again. 
We read in the Bible of a young 
i'man that was plowing ‘‘twelve 
yoke of oxen,’’ and a prophet of 
God came along and Elisha de- 
cided to go with him to the 
ministry. This young man slew 
and boiled one yoke of his oxen 
and burnt up the yokesand plow 
and followed Elijah, and never 
went back to his plowing again. 





Jesus gives some lessous con- 
cerning starting and stopping. 
In one of His discourses He call- 
ed attention to the danger of 
stopping after starting and said, 
“Remember Lot’s wife.’? His- 
tory shows that God had told 
Lot and his wife and daughters 
to flee from Sodom and not even 
look back, but in disobedience to 
the command of God to ‘‘Go ye,”’ 
Mrs. Lot looked back and was 
turned to a pillar of salt. By 
this reference Jesus means to 
show the danger in starting 
and then stopping. ‘I'his applies 
specially to the preachers as well 
as any one else, and perhaps 
more. 


Again Jesus shows the danger 
of playing ‘‘fast and loose’’ with

Am I making this too close? 
Do you feel that I am throwing 
at you? But listen dears,and you 
will see that I love you and am 
speaking from a heart overflow- 
ing with love for you and the 
precious souls that will be lost if 
you do not stick to your job. 
‘*Son of man, I have made thee 
a watchman , , x, therefore hear 
the word at my mouth, and give 
them warning from me. WhenIl 
say unto the wicked, Thou shalt 
surely die; and thou givest him 
not warning, nor speakest to 
warn the wicked from his wick- 
ed way, to save his life; the same 
wicked man shall die in his ini- 
quity; but his blood will I re- 
quire at thine hand.’’ (Ezek.

Women 
will be fired until they will al- 
most involuntarily be wringing 
their hands andscreaming. Souls 
right at your door untouched— 
unsaved. Their blood will fall 
some where and how do you know 
but what it may be upon you if 
you do not do your best? 


Again my heart feels like it 
wiil almost burst. It seems I 
cannot stop. This message must 
burn its way through. This may 
be my last, but I have the conso- 
lation of knowing my whole soul 
is in it to svir our people up to 
do their best for fear the blood 
of the wicked will be upon us. 


Oh! Oh! Hell is enlarging. It 
is yawning as it moves to gather 
the multitudes into its awful ang 
furious embrace. Oh preachers, 
work and preach, but for heaven’s 
sake, work at soul saving, in- 
stead of secular labor. I am 
more convinced than ever that 
every minister should give his 
whole time to the ministry, and 
every member of the church 
should encourage them to do so 
by working hard to support them 
and their dear families. ‘lhere 
is work for every one to do and 
no body should be idle. The 
preachers should preach and pray 
and get people saved. The mem- 
bers should pray and work hard 
to support them and thus hold up 
their hands.

Acts. 1:11. The message of 
angels at the Mount of Trans- 
figuration was that Jesus is com 
ing back to earth again. Some 
people would mock and laugh if 
we were to tell them that Jesus 
was coming soon. 

This theme is neglected in the 
churches of today. Different 
writers of the Bible tell of things 
and conditions which will exist 


| before the coming of Jesus. 


Jesus said that we would kuow 
that summer was drawing near 
by the fig tree putting forth its 
leaves. Paul said that we would 
know we were living in the last 
deys by people being proud, 
boasters, blasphemers, covetous, 
disobedient to parents, unthank- 
ful, unholy, without natural af. 
fections, “Having a form of 
vodliness, but denying the power 
thereof.”’ 

Many people have a form of 
vodliness but no real life. They 
repeat a prayer, sing songs and 
eSe., but it is not heart service. 
They*‘endure religion’ instead of 
‘enjoy salvation,’ and often 
limes it takes a person with the 
real goods to distinguish between 
the two. 

Some years ago, I was employ- 
ed by the A. CO. R. R. company 
as freight trucker at South Water 
St., Chicago. As myself and a 
fellow laborer were walking 
down Michigan Avenue one 
afternoon, I noticed a huge lion 
standing at a distant from us. | 
remarked to my friend, ‘‘See 
that lion? I wonder if they let 
him run at large in a city lke 
this.’ IL noticed he did not 
move. Finally we came closer 
and | remarked ‘It is only a 
form of a lion made out of 
stone.’’ Do you get the lesson? 
It had the appearance of a real 
lion, but not a nerve, not a vein 
or heart about it—dead. It was 
speechless, powerless and motion- 
less. That is the condition of a 
large majority of church mem- 
‘They have no speech but 
whatcondemnsthem. Nopower, 
for Satanhas them in his clutches. 
This is a sign that we are living 
in the evening tide of Ohrist’s 
coming. 

By referring to the book of 
Daniel we find that knowledy: 
will be increased, and that many 
will run to and fro. Neyer be- 
fore in the world’s history has 
there been such unrest with the 
people. They are certainly run- 
uing to and fro, seeking rest but 
finding none. They are trying 
to satisfy the longings of the 
soul by worldly pleasures. But 
peace and rest can be found only 
in Jesus. A world that mocked, 
rejected and finally killed the 
Son of God will not comfort that 
heart that is longing for Jesus.

Not only that, but look at the 
sub-marine as it speeds across 
the waters until it spotsa ship, 
and then it darts under the wat- 
er and with powerful zlasses lo- 
cates the enemy ship, then pro- 
ceeds to do its deadly work. 
Doesn’t that look as if knowledge 
was on the increase? Think of 
the phonegraph made of wood 
and metal, not the least bit of 
life about it, yet it talks readily 
and can be understood. These 
and many others such as wireless 
telegraphy are signs too plain to 
be misunderstood by honest 
Bible students of Ohrist’s com 
ing, or fulfillmeat of Daniel 12. 

Scripture is rapidly being ful- 
filled, ‘*Ye shall hear of war and 
rumors of wars.” This great 
war which has just closed for a 
temporary »peace (when they 
shall ery peace and safety, then 
sudden destruction cometh.--- 
Paul) is another sign of His 


coming.
